ASHINGTON — Inasmuch as 
the Constitution gives Con­ 
gress alone the p ower to declare 
war, does the p resident have the 
right to send marines to Nicara­ 
gua, China and Haiti? 
Where is the line to be drawn 
between the kind of war a p resi­ 
dent can legally wage and the 
kind which can only be declared 
by Congress? 
These q uestions were raised in 
Congress this year and are cure 
to be brought up again. 
As a 
matter of fact, it is an ancient 
q uestion, and our p residents have 
generally solved it for the time 
being by doing as they saw fit. 
Congress, has 
even 
held 
that 
though the executive might have 
been wrong, he ought to be up ­ 
held. 
A study of the p owers of the 
p resident in this connection has 
been made by the Foreign Policy 
Association, which finds that the 
p ower of the p resident to use our 
armed forces abroad without a 
declaration of war is limited— 
but that it is difficult to decide 
Just what the limits are.
